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Response to Amendment/Arguments 



1 . By amending claims 1 and 10 to recite the subject matter of claims 2 and 1 1 , 
respectively, the scope of the claims that depend on claims 1 and 10 is changed. 
Therefore, the amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration. 

2. The applicant argues that the technology of Kohler et al is not applicable to the 
fuel cell described in Tabata et al, and there is no suggestion or motivation to do so. 
Firstly, the Kohler reference is relied upon for teaching the concept of using a carbon 
black containing adhesive paste to laminate two electrode layers. Since the gas 
diffusion layer and the catalyst layer are both carbon black based materials, there is no 
evidence to show that the carbon black containing adhesive paste cannot be used to 
laminate two catalyst layers. Secondly, if one skilled in the art knows that the 
performance of a five-layer MEA can be improved by laminating the gas diffusion layer 
with the catalyst layer with adhesive, then one would know that the performance of a 
six-layer MEA can also be improved by laminating the layers with adhesive. Thirdly, the 
motivation to combine the references is found in the Kohler reference (See paragraph 
[0014]). 
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
